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Judge throws out Smith's lawsuits

A federal court judge has 
dismissed lawsuits against 
Henry County and Animal 
Control Officer Dan Flinkfelt 
filed by a woman who had 
more than 200 animals seized 


on her property in December 
2011 during an animal cruelty 
investigation. 

The Dec. 12, 2011, raid 
on Terri Smith’s home led to 
Flinkfelt charging both her and 
her husband Kenneth with 218 
counts of second-degree ani¬ 
mal cruelty. 


The animal control officer, 
staff, two deputies and volun¬ 
teers also seized at least 100 
dogs, as well as cats, horses, 
hermit crabs, guinea pigs, a 
blind owl and a hybrid wolf at 
that time. 

The Smiths were not at 
home during the animal con¬ 


trol officer’s search of the 
property, which stemmed from 
a report of a thin dog on the 
premises. 

U.S. Marshals later arrested 
Terri Smith in Bullitt County 
and Kenneth Smith sur¬ 
rendered to marshals in La 
Grange. 


Kenneth Smith killed himself 
in a vehicle at their home one 
week after the raid. 

Terri Smith settled the 
criminal charges against her by 
taking a plea agreement. She 
pleaded guilty to one count of 
the animal cruelty charges and

Henry County 
could crack 
down on 
trashy homes

Henry County Fiscal 
Court approved an 
expanded nuisance ordi¬ 
nance in order to go after 
more ramshackle proper¬ 
ties at its May 20 meet¬ 
ing. 

The current ordinance 
defines as a nuisance 
those properties in resi¬ 
dential-, commercial- or 
agricultural-zoned areas 
that have gotten to con¬ 
ditions that “render such 
premises or building dan¬ 
gerous or detrimental or 
adverse to the health and 
welfare of occupants of 
the premises or surround¬ 
ing premises.” 

Proposed amendments 
to the ordinance would 
add that storing “con¬ 
struction and demolition 
debris, debris, garbage, 
junk, refuse, rubbish, 
or trash, which is visible 
from the public road” to 
the lists of nuisances. 

This would not include 
regular scheduled pickups 
by waste haulers. 

Audience members 
attending the meeting 
expressed their support 
for tougher measures 
against those who trash 
their own places and 
impact their neighbor’s 
properties. 

Before the fiscal court 
discussed the particulars, 
they heard from Donna 
Curran, who saw the 
property next to hers go 
downhill. This hurt the 
value of their home after 
she and her husband 
bought land on a subdi¬ 
vided farm and built a log 
cabin there. 

It had been their 
dream, but the reality has 
turned out different after 
the next-door property 
was sold. Curran handed 
out pictures to the 
county officials, includ¬ 
ing a Google image that 
showed the property in 
question from above. The 
image looked like the 
property contains a col¬ 
lapsing house surrounded 
by a field of debris. 

“To be honest, it looks 
like a tornado hit it,” she 
said.

Heroin on 
the rise in 
county

Henry County has been largely 
spared from the heroin use and 
abuse that’s gripping other areas of 
Kentucky so far, according to local 
law enforcement and court officials. 
But they also see the demand for 
heroin increasing in the county. 

Senator Mitch McConnell brought 
national attention to Kentucky’s 
problem May 15 when he testified 
before the Senate Drug Caucus. At 
that hearing, he called the counties of 
Kenton, Boone and Campbell, “the 
very epicenter of heroin addiction in 
Kentucky and in the nation.” 

McConnell, like others, believe 
that people turned to heroin as their 
drug of choice after the common¬ 
wealth cracked down on prescription 
pain pill abuse. 

Pills can cost up to $100 on the 
street, but heroin can go for just $10 
a bag, he told the Senate committee. 

In the three Northern Kentucky 
counties alone, heroin use led to 61 
overdose deaths. 

The problem isn’t just limited to 
one area of the state, though. 

“And while northern Kentucky 
may be ground zero in my state, the 
problem of heroin abuse is spread¬ 
ing like a cancer across the Bluegrass 
State, where we are losing close to 
100 fellow Kentuckians a month to 
drug-related deaths,” McConnell 
said. “More lives lost than to fatal car 
crashes.” 

Kentucky State Police have made 
heroin busts in the region, but 
they find the heavier concentra¬ 
tion of the illegal drug in Oldham, 
Carroll, Shelby counties and cities 
like Louisville, according to Trooper 
Brad Arterburn, the state police Post 
5 spokesman. 

“It’s in the area,” he said. “In 
Henry County, we haven’t seen a lot 
of it yet, but it’s going to grow.” 

The last heroin-related arrest that 
happened in the county involved a 
traffic stop in Pendleton, where the 
trooper found the driver in posses¬ 
sion, the spokesman said. The man 
tried dumping the heroin out of his 
pocket, but got caught anyway. 

Heroin has become as easy to get 
as marijuana, the trooper said. 

The Henry County Sheriff’s 
Department deputies have noticed 
that local demand for heroin is rising, 
said Sheriff Danny Cravens. 

From information gathered in 
investigations and suspect interviews, 
authorities understand that people 
are more and more seeking out 
heroin rather than other drugs, like 
methamphetamine.

Deputies still confiscate 
more marijuana and the 
volume of heroin found 
is still lower than other 
counties, but Cravens 
attributes thefts and 
other crimes to people 
wanting to get enough 
money to buy the nar¬ 
cotic. 

“You ask an informant 
what’s selling on the 


street and it’s heroin,” 
the sheriff said. 

Suspects in thefts will 
tell deputies they are 
motivated because they 
feel they need the drug. 

“The people we caught 
for that, we ask, “Well, 
what are you doing?’ 

T needed to get more 
heroin,”’ Cravens said. 

The number of cases 
involving heroin going 
before the grand jury in 
Henry County Circuit 
Court reflects more activ¬ 
ity around the narcotic, 
according to figures 


from Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Courtney 
Baxter. 

She only found two 
cases that went before 
the grand jury in 2013 
with charges related to 
heroin, but as of the end 
of May this year, there’s 
already been seven cases 
involving heroin heard 
by the grand jury. 

“So there’s definitely 
been an increase,” Baxter 
said. 

The drug abuse trend 
over the years has gone 
from crack to pills,

because they were so 
readily available, said 
Virginia Harrod, Henry 
County attorney. 

She believes the recent 
rise in heroin use is “col¬ 
lateral damage” from the 
fight against prescription 
pill abuse. 

Though it was a well- 
intentioned goal, it had 
unforeseen and unfortu¬ 
nate consequences, she 
added. “The downfall is 
it brought heroin back, 
and I hadn’t seen heroin 
in 20 years,” Harrod 
said. 


While the county 
attorney does encounter 
heroin cases, she estimat¬ 
ed it at just a few a year 
going through district 
court in a docket, which 
has about 9,500 cases a 
year. 

Still, the effect of the 
drug on peoples’ lives is 
devastating. 

“It’s tragic how many 
overdoses we’ve had 
from pills and heroin 
here in Henry County,” 
Harrod said. “Drug 
addiction doesn’t dis¬ 
criminate — it affects 


everybody.” 

Heroin is a very dan¬ 
gerous drug, Arterburn 
said. 

A person could over¬ 
dose on it the tenth time 
they take it, or on the 
first. 

“We’re doing all we 
can to try and slow it 
down and stop it,” he 
said. “We definitely need 
the help of the people in 
the community. If they 
even suspect anything, 
give us a call and we’ll 
check it out.”

I guess what I’m getting 
at here is that we could all 
do with a healthy dose of 
empathy. I think that if we 
were all a little bit more 
empathetic, we could prob¬ 
ably get past certain issues, 
like homosexuality and 
racism. Of course, human¬ 
kind clings to our preju¬ 
dices, so who knows when 
that’s going to happen. 


The way I see it, there 
are issues far more impor¬ 
tant than who someone is 
in love with or the color of 
their skin. The American 
economy is in the can, 
we’ve been at war for 13 
years and all around us 
we’re seeing mass shoot¬ 
ings. Children are being 
slain in their classrooms 
while we bicker over 
whether or not people in 
Colorado and Washington 
should be allowed to 
smoke pot. The NS A is 
systematically monitoring 
citizens of countries around 
the world and we’re too 
preoccupied blaming 
Grand Theft Auto V for 
someone’s mental illness 
to care. 

The death of poet Maya 
Angelou this past week 
makes this topic particu¬ 
larly relevant. In addition 
to her writing, Angelou 


was a well-versed human 
rights activist and recipient 
of the Presidential Medal 
of Freedom. Her life is an 
example of overcoming 
difficulty. She overcame 
her birth, home life, family 
and poverty to become one 
of the greatest and most 
respected poets of all time. 

She lived her life in 
shades of gray, though, 
working at times as a sex 
worker and calypso dancer. 
This does not negate her 
achievements, yet most 
would agree that they 
aren’t ideal life decisions. 
She did what she had to do 
to provide for her son in a 
world that didn’t think she 
was worth the time of day. 

As she wrote in her 
poem Still I Rise, though, 
she never let it defeat her. 

“Did you want to see me 
broken? 


Bowed head and lowered 
eyes? 

Shoulders falling down like 
teardrops. 

Weakened by my soulful 
cries. 

Does my haughtiness 
offend you? 

Don’t you take it awful 
hard

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Henry County Republicans gather for Lincoln-Reagan Dinner

The Henry County Republican Party broke attendance records with 96 people at the May 31 Lincoln-Reagan Dinner. Speakers included James 
Milliman, state director for Sen. Rand Paul; state Senator Paul Hornback; U.S. Congressman Thomas Massie; T.J. Comer, speaking on behalf of 
Kentucky Ag Commissioner James Comer; and keynote speaker Elaine Chao, former secretary of labor and wife of Sen. Mitch McConnell [above 
right] Magistrate Roger Hartlage [at lower right, shown with Henry County Party Chairman Jon Park] was presented with the Chairman’s 
Award for his commitment and dedication to the Henry Co. Republican Party. 
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agreed to pay restitution. 

As a result, Smith 
was sentenced to serve 
365 days in jail, to pay 
Kentucky $9,467 in res¬ 
titution and to forfeit all 
her animals to the state. 

In December 2012, 
Terri Smith filed two 
lawsuits against both 
Flinkfelt and Henry 
County. 

Originally filed in 
Henry County court, the 
cases were transferred 
to the United States 
District Court, Eastern 
District of Kentucky on 
a motion of Carol Petitt 
from Schiller, Osbourn, 
Barnes and Maloney in 
Louisville, who repre¬ 
sented Henry County. 
She requested the cases 
be transferred because 
they dealt with constitu¬ 
tional issues, which are a 
federal court’s jurisdic¬ 
tion. 

One of Smith’s suits 
alleged that Henry 
County and its animal 
control officer violated 
her constitutional rights 
in the seizure of the ani¬ 
mals and the loss of their 
value. 

After her kennels ini¬ 
tially got a good review 
from Flinkfelt in 2009, 
Smith said in her lawsuit 
that she asked the animal 
control officer for help in 


October 2011, because 
she had been over¬ 
whelmed due to personal 
illness and an increasing 
number of rescue animals 
coming in. 

The answer she 
got was that Flinkfelt 
couldn’t help until a new 
shelter was completed in 
spring 2012, according 
to the court papers. 

In her original com¬ 
plaint, Smith noted that 
a day after the December 
2011 search of her prop¬ 
erty that “Flinkfelt told 
the news media that he 
had an anonymous tip of 
animal hoarding and a 
puppy mill at an Allyson 
Lane home, that hun¬ 
dreds of animals were 
covered in mud, feces 
and urine, that the cou¬ 
ple’s living condition was 
horrendous, that [Smith] 
and her husband were 
on the run from the law, 
and that when they were 
caught, they would be 
prosecuted.” 

The suit argued that 
her property had been 
improperly seized, that 
the county didn’t sell 
the animals for their fair 
market value, and that 
she should have received 
credit toward her restitu¬ 
tion from money donat¬ 
ed to Henry County 
Animal Control in the 
wake of the raid. 

Smith claimed that due 
to the county’s actions, 
she had “suffered loss 
of her property, loss of 


income and severe men¬ 
tal anguish in connection 
with the deprivation of 
her constitutional and 
statutory rights.” 

She also claimed that 
Flinkfelt “should have 
known of the harass¬ 
ment, embarrassment 
and humiliation to which 
individuals such as the 
plaintiff would be sub¬ 
jected to as a result of 
charging and arresting on 
the charges of cruelty of 
animals and to charges of 
running a puppy mill.” 

The lawsuits alleged 
that such “inflamma¬ 
tory” and “incorrect” 
statements being made 
to the press and in public 
resulted in Smith “suf¬ 
fering from unwarranted 
embarrassment and 
humiliation.” 

Smith sought an 
unspecified amount of 
punitive damages for her 
mental anguish and emo¬ 
tional upset. 

The second suit 
claimed that Kenneth 
Smith’s “untimely death” 
occurred due to the 
statements made in con¬ 
nection to the animal 
cruelty case, causing 
him to suffer “severe 
and grievous mental 
and emotional suffering, 
anguish, nervousness, 
anxiety and depression.” 

“On Dec. 19, 2011, 
when Plaintiff’s husband 
arrived at his workplace, 
he was harassed by peo¬ 
ple accusing him of cru¬ 


elty and running a puppy 
mill,” Smith’s complaint 
said. 

“On Dec. 20, 2011, 
after a week of media 
reports and harass¬ 
ment by protestors, the 
Plaintiff’s husband took 
his own life.” 

As of a March 31 
ruling by Judge Van 
Tatenhove, both of 
Smith’s lawsuits against 
Henry County have now 
been dismissed. 

The judge found that 
the county had acted 
correctly in this inci¬ 
dent, Petitt said. Henry 
County and its officials 
did not discriminate 
against Smith or improp¬ 
erly deprive her of prop¬ 
erty. 

Despite the claim of 
failing to give Smith 
credit toward her resti¬ 
tution through the sale 
of the forfeited animals, 
Tatenhove wrote in his 
opinion that $4,000 
had been applied to the 
money she owed the 
state through the adop¬ 
tion and sale of the ani¬ 
mals. 

Additionally, Smith 
cannot sue Henry 
County or Flinkfelt in 
connection with this 
incident because the local 
government has sover¬ 
eign immunity in carry¬ 
ing out official actions, 
the judge decided. 

Henry County made 
a long list of arguments 
about why Smith’s law¬ 


suits should be dismissed, 
the judge noted in the 
opinion, including that 
Terri Smith agreed to 
plead guilty to the charge 
of second-degree animal 
cruelty and to pay resti¬ 
tution. 

Smith did not answer 
the county’s motion that 
the federal court dismiss 
the case in a request 
for summary judgment, 
according to the opinion. 

“By not responding, 
Smith has left the court 
with no legal argu¬ 
ments to consider on her 
behalf for many of the 
issues raised in [Henry 
County’s] very substan¬ 
tial motion for summary 
judgment,” according 
to the court’s opinion. 
“The truth is that Smith 
has failed to present 
arguments in support of 
the vast majority of her 
claims.” 

Smith’s claims failed to 
show how Flinkfelt had 
acted in “bad faith,” or 
maliciously intended to 
harm her or acted with a 
“corrupt motive” in her 
being charged or the sei¬ 
zure of the animals, the 
court’s opinion said. 

The lawsuit did not 
specify what “specific, 
deliberate act” carried 
out by Flinkfelt that 
caused her emotional dis¬ 
tress, Tatenhove wrote. 

Nor does the suit iden¬ 
tify what statements were 
defamatory. 

“With regard to any 


allegedly inappropriate 
statements that Flinkfelt 
made to the media, 

Smith has failed to 
direct the court’s atten¬ 
tion to any evidence 
which shows those state¬ 
ments were incorrect or 
untrue,” according to 
the court’s opinion. 

“Rather the complaint 
suggests that he made 
comments about Smith’s 
cruelty to animals. As 
Smith pled guilty to 
charges of animal cruelty, 
it is difficult to see how 
this could be evidence of 
bad faith.” 

“Without having 
demonstrated the viola¬ 
tion of an established 
right which a person in 
Flinkfelt’s position c pre- 
sumptively would have 
known was afforded to a 
person in the plaintiff’s 
position’ or showing that 
The officer or employee 
willfully or maliciously 
intended to harm the 
plaintiff or acted with a 
corrupt motive,’ Smith 
cannot overcome the 
qualified immunity 
defense,” the opinion 
states. 

The time period dur¬ 
ing which Smith could 
appeal these rulings 
has elapsed, so the law¬ 
suits can go no further, 
County Attorney Virginia 
Harrod has reported to 
the Henry County Fiscal 
Court.

showed more garbage 
and trash. 

The neighbor’s home 
has gotten so much 
worse in the last seven 
years, it has significantly 
devalued the Curran’s 
property, according to an 
appraisal they had done, 
she said. 

“We’ve got five kids 
that are going to inherit 
this property that has lost 
a lot of value,” Curran 
told the fiscal court. 
“We’ve put our hearts 
into this house.” 

Loose dogs hang 
around and chase Curran 
and her daughter. 

“When I get out to cut 
my grass I pick up empty 
egg cartons, paper plates 
that have food all over 
them, big things of dog 
food bags, Styrofoam 


cups, cans,” Curran 
said. “I picked up some 
Christmas bows that had 
blown over in my yard.” 

Last year, there was 
a four-to-five month 
yard sale where people 
were coming con¬ 
stantly, Curran recalled. 
Attendees used their 
property to park. 

Bylaws haven’t seemed 
to work, either. Every 
bylaw on maintaining the 
property has been bro¬ 
ken since the neighbors 
bought it. 

She tried to deal with 
the neighbors directly, 
without any intervention 
by authorities, but with¬ 
out success. 

“I really hope you 
guys will listen ... to help 
people like me who have 
put their whole life into 
their property and taken 
care of it and love it,” 
Curran said. 

Magistrate Nick 
Hawkins, who serves on 


the planning and zoning 
committee, then pre¬ 
sented the amendments 
made by committee to 
the fiscal court, which 
also would target things 
like: 

• mulch and construc¬ 
tion materials being 
stockpiled on a property 
for improvements with¬ 
out being used for 90 
days 

• yard maintenance 
equipment and recre¬ 
ational equipment like 
bikes, motorcycles, jet 
skies and snowmobiles 
that are stored in a “hap¬ 
hazard, unorganized and 
unprotected manner” 

• and household, com¬ 
mercial and industrial 
items that get stored for 
more than two weeks 
outside and visible from 
other properties and 
public right of ways. 

The proposal also 
added definitions for 
what “construction and 


demolition,” “debris,” 
“garbage,” “refuse,” 
“rubbish” and “trash” 
means. 

Rubbish, for example, 
means both combustible 
and noncombustible 
materials, including paper 
products, cardboard, 
plastic products, as well 
as auto parts, tires, dis¬ 
carded furniture, aban¬ 
doned appliances and 
construction materials 
that have been exposed 
to the elements. 

“A lot of fancy legal 
terms, it’s basically just 
saying that the county 
would have the right to 
cite someone for a nui¬ 
sance having a whole lot 
of garbage piled up out¬ 
side, causing a detrimen¬ 
tal effect on a neighbor,” 
Hawkins said. 

The existing ordinance 
makes a conviction pun¬ 
ishable by a fine of up to 
$500. 


be considered a nuisance? 

Not if it’s out there 
for regular collection, 
Hawkins said. Trash sit¬ 
ting out for six months 
would be a nuisance 
under this proposal. 

Magistrate David 
Brown said he under¬ 
stands that complaints 
have to be made first 
in connection with nui¬ 
sances. 

The county would 
have the right to pur¬ 
sue nuisances, Judge- 
Executive John Logan 
Brent said. “We get 
enough complaints to 
keep us busy.” 

Asked about the time- 
frame for enforcement, 
Hawkins said those noti¬ 
fied of problems have 
90 days to clean up their 
property. 

If somebody tries 
to take advantage of 
the ordinance, the fis¬ 
cal court could always 
amend or repeal it, said 


Brent. 

“Right now, there are 
a whole lot more prob¬ 
lems without this ordi¬ 
nance than there are with 
it. This lady that spoke 
here tonight... she told 
her story and she cried in 
my office... they worked 
to build this piece of 
property and they’ve 
had half the value taken 
away,” the Brent said. 
“That’s not fair, that’s 
not fair in any scenario.” 

“This is to keep a 
small percentage of 
people from doing what¬ 
ever they want regard¬ 
less what their neighbor 
thinks, or who cares 
what the world thinks,” 
Brown said. 

Saying citizens expect 
the fiscal court to address 
these kinds of situations, 
Hawkins made a motion 
to approve the first read¬ 
ing. 

The fiscal court 
approved the motion on 
a second from Brown. 
County officials wanted 
to be sure that this ordi¬ 
nance wouldn’t hurt 
farmers. Nobody wants 
to go after a farmer for 
having an old tractor sit¬ 
ting outside a barn, for 
example, they discussed. 

The existing ordinance 
spares property that is 
assessed as agricultural 
land from enforcement. 

That led audience 
members to wonder if 
their neighbor could 
avoid citation as a farm. 

These changes would 
allow the county to go 
after blighted properties, 
and get results, county 
officials said.. 

“Ninety-nine percent 
of people, when you 
serve them and go to 
court, they get busy,” 
Brent said.

Dr. Bill Fountain, UK 
Extension Horticulturist, 
has recently written a 
fairly complete summary 
of the winter of 2013-14 
and how it has affected 
our landscape trees and 
shrubs. 

I’ve taken the liberty 
of shortening the article. 
If you’d like to have a 
copy of the entire piece, 
please contact me at the 
Henry County Extension 
Office (845-2811). 

There are some unusu¬ 
al circumstances regard¬ 
ing the weather and our 
plant material this winter. 
The plant hardiness zone 
for most of Kentucky is 
zone 6. 

Looking at the weather 
service maps for the 
entire country, we share 
zone 6 with some places 
that have dramatically 
different environments 
(for example: Texas 
Panhandle, Coastal New 
England and the Alaskan 
Panhandle). 

And if you review 
weather service data, 
Kentucky was on average 
no colder than we have 
historically experienced. 
However, the visible 
indication of dead plants 
and utility bills indicated 
that something was dif¬ 
ferent. 

Temperatures asso¬ 
ciated with the Plant 
Hardiness Zones are 
based on the 30 year 
average of the lowest 
winter temperature expe¬ 
rienced in a region. 

This is not the lowest 
temperatures experienced 


over the last 30 years, 
just the average. The 
winter of 2013-14 did 
not reach the historical 
lows of approximately 
-20°F experienced in 
parts of Zone 6 Kentucky 
in recent decades. 

The extensive damage 
now being observed in 
landscape plantings are 
the result of factors not 
recorded in the PHZM. 

Our recent winter was 
different in many aspects. 

Duration of Cold 

Winter temperatures 
fell as would be expected 
in a normal winter. 

What was different 
this year is that the tem¬ 
peratures stayed consis¬ 
tently low for extended 
periods. 

This allowed the soil to 
freeze deeper and stems 
to remain frozen longer 
than in previous winters. 

Wind, Humidity, Sun 

The majority of the 
water lost by plants is 
from their leaves. 

Deciduous plants 
drop foliage in the fall 
to reduce their need for 
water. 

Water loss continues 


through winter but at 
significantly lower rates. 

The small amounts of 
water lost from dormant 
stems must be replaced 
to prevent damage. 

Sometimes this is not 
possible if the soil or 
stems are frozen. 

Damage was com¬ 
pounded when frozen 
stems were physically 
shaken or bent by ice, 
snow and wind. 

What Has Happened? 

Many evergreen plants 
turned brown in late 
winter and early spring. 
Many of these broadleaf 
evergreens are marginally 
hardy in our climate. 

They are from milder 
climates where they 
retain evergreen foliage 
all year long. 

Some of these species, 
such as Monkey Grass 
or Southern Magnolia 
survived previous winters 
because of the milder 
than normal tempera¬ 
tures experienced. 

Other broadleaf ever¬ 
greens may look green 
and healthy during the 
transition into spring. 

But problems can 
accompany the first really 
hot days. 


Unseen is significant 
damage to the plumbing 
system of the plant. 

The result is leaf and 
stem death as if it were 
much hotter and dryer. 

Examples of species 
where this has been seen 
include boxwood and 
Laurel cherry. 

Sunscald 

In late May or June, 
well after the cold winter 
months have passed from 
our minds we begin to 
see the development of 
another type of winter 
injury. 

This problem is called 
sunscald. It is not only 
disfiguring but often 
leads to a long, slow 
mortality spiral. 

It usually appears only 
on the south or south¬ 
west side of trunks and 
only on recently planted 
trees. 

The first indication is a 
small vertical crack in the 
bark. 

These cracks often run 
from close to the soil line 
up to the lower branches. 

As the crack opens the 
bark begins to peel back 
exposing the wood. 

This is more than a 
disfiguring problem. 

It results in the loss of 
conductive tissues essen¬ 
tial for growth and devel¬ 
opment. 

At best, trees stressed 
by sunscald will reestab¬ 
lish more slowly and are 
more susceptible to dis¬ 
eases and insects. 

While these trees 


may ultimately survive, 
replacement trees out¬ 
grow severely damaged 
trees. 

Sunscald is almost 
always limited to young, 
recently installed land¬ 
scape trees. 

It is most common on 
species with thin bark 
than trees with thick or 
exfoliating bark, such 
as Maple, Linden, Pear, 
Crabapple, Cherry, Plum 
and Willow, with the 
most common the Red 
Maple. 

Sunscald can be pre¬ 
vented by shading the 
trunks of young, newly 
planted, thin-barked 
trees. 

A double layer of 
plastic or fiberglass win- 
dowscreen is an easy 
and economical way to 
accomplish this. 

Damage to Roots 

The least hardy part 
of any plant is its root 
system. 

Roots grow in the 
ground where the insu¬ 
lating effect of soil buf¬ 
fers the roots against 
extremes of heat and 
cold. 

When they are subject 
to freezing temperatures 
for an extended period, 
they can be killed. 

Winter injury to land¬ 
scape plants appears with 
multiple visual symp¬ 
toms. 

While these injuries 
are associated with low 
temperatures, injury is 
usually the result of a 


combination of differ¬ 
ent environmental and 
cultural conditions (low 
temperatures, duration 
of cold, lack of soil mois¬ 
ture, low humidity, wind 
and sun). 

Managing Winter 
Injury on Landscape 
Plants 

Rule number one in 
diagnosing winter injury 
and making recommen¬ 
dations is don’t be impa¬ 
tient. 

If the foliage or the 
tips have been damaged 
but the stems and buds 
are still green, give the 
plant the opportunity to 
put out new growth. 

Sheering dead foliage 
will immediately improve 
the appearance of the 
plant. 

Spring fertilization is 
not recommended, espe¬ 
cially for plants suffering 
winter injury. 

The addition of 
nitrogen can encour¬ 
age more growth than 
the damaged stems can 
supply with water dur¬ 
ing the hot, dry summer 
months. 

The addition of water 
during dry periods is 
more beneficial than the 
addition of fertilizer. 

The best long-term 
approach is to match the 
plant to the site. This 
can involve using hardy 
needled evergreens where 
evergreens are desired 
and deciduous species 
that originated in our cli¬ 
matic zone.

Summer is upon us, 
and temperatures are 
beginning to heat up. 

While that may be 
welcome news for many, 
combinations of high 
humidity and excessive 
heat can be dangerous 
for others, especially 
older adults. 

When a person’s body 
cannot properly cool 
itself, it increases the risks 
for heat-related illnesses. 

Older adults are more 
susceptible to hyperther¬ 
mia, a common heat- 
related illness that results 
in a dangerously high 
body temperature. 

The most common 
form of hyperthermia is 
heatstroke. 

Heatstroke occurs 
when a person’s body 
temperature reaches 104 
degrees Fahrenheit or 
higher. 

Prolonged exposure 
to hot temperatures and 
high humidity, existing 
health problems, some 
medications and being 
older increase the risk of 
heatstroke. 

When body tem¬ 
perature rises above 107 
degrees, it can be fatal. 

Older adults are more 
susceptible to hyper¬ 
thermia, because sweat 
glands, which normally 
help regulate the body’s 
temperature, often 
diminish in number, 
while those remaining 
may not function as well. 

This slows older 
adults’ ability to properly 
regulate their tempera¬ 
ture. 

Certain medical con¬ 
ditions common to old 
age such as diabetes, 
dehydration, and heart, 
kidney and central ner¬ 


vous systems diseases 
can further decrease the 
body’s ability to regulate 
temperature. 

Normal age-related 
skin changes can also 
make it more difficult for 
older adults to regulate 
their body temperature 
and adjust to extreme 
heat. 

Older adults are at 
additional risks for heat- 
related illnesses, if they 
are overweight, under¬ 
weight, drink alcoholic 
beverages, live in homes 
without fans or air con¬ 
ditioners, go outside on 
hot and humid days, and 
overdress or wear the 
wrong type of fabrics in 
hot weather. 

On hot, humid days, 
older adults are highly 
encouraged to stay inside 
in an air-conditioned or 
well-ventilated building. 

It is important to note 
that fans alone may not 
produce enough cooling 
effect on extremely hot 
days to help individuals 
regulate body tempera¬ 
ture. 

Those without air 
conditioners should take 
cool baths or showers 
and seek accommoda¬ 
tions that offer cool air, 
such as the home of a 
family member or friend, 
a church or a community 
center. 

Other air-conditioned 
places that can help a 
person escape from the 


heat include malls, gro¬ 
cery stores, public librar¬ 
ies or heat-relief shelters. 

Individuals can also 
reduce their risk for 
heat-related illnesses by 
limiting outdoor physical 
activity on hot days to 
the early morning or late 
evening, wearing light¬ 
weight, light colored 
and loose fitting clothes, 
wide-brimmed hats and 
sunscreen. 

Those who must 
work outdoors during 
extremely hot and humid 
weather should take fre¬ 
quent breaks if possible 
in a shaded area. 

Regardless of age, it is 
never a good idea to sit 
or stay in a vehicle on a 
hot day. 

Temperatures inside 
an enclosed parked car 
can get as much as 19 
degrees warmer than the 
outside temperature in 
just 10 minutes and reach 
45-50 degrees warmer 
than outdoors within an 
hour. 

It is always important 
to check on older friends, 
relatives and neighbors 
during extreme heat 
to make sure they are 
weathering the heat well.

Lady Cats’ softball team 
had no seniors and 
showed a lot of promise 
this year. The team was 
inconsistent to the point 
of driving fans and coach¬ 
es a little crazy, but there 
is no denying that the 
team has a lot of talent. 
Most of the inconsistency 
can be attributed to being 
a young team that started 
six juniors, three sopho¬ 
mores and used a fresh¬ 
man in the designated 
hitter spot for most of the 
season. 

The best game of the 
season for the Lady Cats 
was probably their 13-4 
win over Carroll County 
that earned them a trip 
to the regional tourna¬ 
ment. In that game the 
Lady Cats showed the 
offensive skills that had 
many excited about the 
team to start the season. 
The Lady Cats have a 


blend of speed and power 
that make them a danger¬ 
ous team. There are at 
least three legitimate base 
stealing threats in the 
lineup and several players 
capable of going deep. 

The problem for most 
of the season came on 
defense and on the base 
paths where the Lady 
Cats were prone to errors 
at crucial moments in the 
game. Cleaning up the 
defense, being consistent 
at the plate and eliminat¬ 
ing base running mistakes 
will be key for the team 
going forward. If they 
can do those three things, 
they may be a threat for a 
regional title next year. 

• With six seniors on 
the roster the Henry 
County Wildcats’ baseball 
may seem to go against 
the youth theme of this 
review but the Wildcats 
depended on six young 
players to fill out their 
lineup and pitching staff 
for much of the season. 

One Wildcat senior was 
new to the team this year 


and played sparingly and 
another, Isaac Steverson, 
missed a significant por¬ 
tion of the season with 
an ankle injury. The team 
had only two juniors in 
Mason Fish and Isaac 
Kent. 

One of the youngsters, 
Ethan Tuggle, was a hit¬ 
ting and base running 
leader for the team and 
a good defensive center- 
fielder as well as pitcher. 
Tuggle, unfortunately, 
missed the end of the 
season with a back injury 
that may keep him out of 
basketball and football for 
his junior year. Hopefully, 
he will be ready for base¬ 
ball season next year. 

Other youngsters who 
contributed to the team 
were sophomores Bodie 
Clark, Tyler Robbins, 
Connor Smith and Cody 
Payton as well as fresh¬ 
man Blake Prather who 
filled in at third base 
for Steverson and also 
pitched. With three 
other promising sopho¬ 
mores on the roster, the 


Wildcats look to be a 
stronger squad next year. 

• The Eminence 
Warriors’ baseball team 
had four seniors on the 
team this year but none 
who played last year. The 
remainder of the team 
consisted of five juniors, 
four sophomores and two 
freshmen. The team even 
had a couple of eighth 
graders get some play¬ 
ing time. The Warriors 
struggled through a 
2-18 season with their 
wins coming over Burgin 
in exciting fashion. In 
the first win at home 
the Warriors came from 
behind and eventually 
won a fifteen inning nail- 
biter. In the second win 
at Burgin Austin Jones 
pitched a shutout to give 
the team a 1-0 victory. 

The Warriors need to 
improve both offensively 
and defensively to see 
their win total go up next 
year. But with so many 
key players coming back, 
they should be able to do 
that. As assistant coach 


Ryan Paris said, the key 
will be the amount of 
work the players put in 
during the off season. 

• When talking about 
youth and inexperience, 
none of the local teams 
can hold a candle to the 
Eminence Warriors’ soft- 
ball team. The Warriors 
had two seniors, one 
junior, one sophomore 
and one freshman. 
Everyone else was either 


a middle schooler or 
elementary student. 

Coach Jerry Martin is 
committed to building 
the team with youth and 
if the younger girls stay 
with it and work on their 
games, the Warriors could 
begin to see progress 
in their program in the 
future.

scored when the next 
batter reached on an 
error.

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said. “I’ve been practic¬ 
ing a lot more. One of 
our teammates, Forest 
Neyman got us a deal at 
Elk Creek shooting club 
that allows us to practice 
for a cheaper price than 
the members and I’ve 
been going over there 
more.

“Helping at the YHEC 
was rewarding but hard 
work,” Toole said. “But 
it actually helped me with 
getting the fundamentals 
down and improved my 
motor skills.” 

The UK shotgun team 
is considered a club 
sport and is entirely run 
by students. The club 
depends on donations 
and their own resources. 
Campbell and Yount 
were recently elected as 
vice-presidents of the 
club for the upcoming 
school year and clearly 
take pride in the fact that 
the team is completely 
student-driven. 

“We are the largest 
self-funded club on cam¬ 
pus,” Yount said. 

“We as students run 
the club and I think 
we are doing extremely 
well for a Division II 
club,” Campbell said. 

“We have no plans to 
move to Division I in 
which schools are finan¬ 
cially supported by their 
schools and have a great 
deal of resources. We 
want to stay student- 
run.”

Look back bodes well for the future

The 2014 spring sports 
season was as much about 
the future as it was about 
the present. 

So as we look back at 
the season, we will ana¬ 
lyze the prospects for the 
future. 

•Two HCHS track 
athletes won regional 
titles this year. Patrick 
Cravens set a personal 
record in the most 
important meet of the 
season to take the dis¬ 
cus tide at the Region 3 
Class AA meet held at 
Christian Academy. 

Cravens is a sophomore 
and has two more years 
to get bigger and stron¬ 
ger and improve his tech¬ 
nique under the tutelage 
of his father Robert, who 
is the Wildcat shot put 
and discus coach. While 
Cravens had a rough 
time at the state meet, he 
gained invaluable experi¬ 
ence for the future. If he 
makes it back to state, 
he will now know what 
it is like to compete at 
the highest level and 
nerves should not be an 
issue. Cravens will use his 
subpar performance in 
Lexington as a motivator. 

Eddie Jones won a 
regional title in the pole 
vault. He tied his per¬ 
sonal best with a vault 
of 11 feet, six inches 
and equaled it again at 
the state competition. 


Unfortunately Jones 
missed several times 
at lower heights and 
finished 12 th on the tie¬ 
breaker system despite 
tying for the seventh 
highest vault of the com¬ 
petition. 

Jones’ feat was remark¬ 
able for a couple of rea¬ 
sons. First, he had a short 
training season due to the 
rough weather we experi¬ 
enced in early spring and 
secondly, Jones missed 
time due to an injury that 
kept him from practicing 
regularly until late in the 
season. 

The track team had 
several young performers 
who hold promise for the 
future. Besides Cravens, 


Cameron Johnson and 
Connor Finley made 
the state meet as sopho¬ 
mores. Finley’s sister Sara, 
a freshman, made the 
meet in the triple jump 
despite the fact that she 
concentrated mainly on 
the long jump during the 
regular season. 

Johnson had the best 
performance at the state 
meet by finishing sev¬ 
enth in the triple jump. 
Johnson has committed a 
lot of time to learning the 
skills needed to be a triple 
jumper. If he continues 
to be dedicated to the 
event and he gains speed 
and strength, Johnson 
could be a contender 
for a state title before 



his high school career 
is finished. Five of the 
six competitors ahead 
of him at the state meet 
were seniors. The sixth 
was Bryan Cummings a 
sophomore from South 
Warren High School who 
won the event. 

With so much young 
talent coming back the 
Wildcat track team could 
make some noise over the 
next couple of years. The 
key will be improving in 
the sprint and distance 
races. This year’s team 
was heavily dependent 
on field events to score 
points in meets.

Local trio key to UK's shotgun success 


Help Wildcats to 5 lt 
in nationals

Three Henry County 
men, Jacob Yount, 

Jordan Campbell and 
Connor Toole, helped 
the UK shotgun team 
to a fifth place fin¬ 
ish at the Association 
of College Unions 
International National 
Shotgun Championships 
at the National Shooting 
Complex in San Antonio, 
Texas. The team shoots 
in the Division II level of 
competition, which con¬ 
sists mainly of club teams 
that are not supported 
by school or NCAA 
funding. 

Campbell was the 
team’s top scorer in 
American skeet with a 
score of 96 of 100. He 
also placed in UK’s top 
five in American trap. 
Yount helped the team 


with a score of 94 in 
American trap and Toole 
contributed with a score 
of 89 in American skeet 
and 39 of 50 in five- 
stand and 87 in sporting 
clays. 

Toole, Campbell and 
Yount are all sophomores 
in their second year of 
shooting at the col¬ 
lege level. Last year the 
three were on the team 
but this year, with the 
graduation of several key 
members from last year’s 
team, they were asked 
to step up and take on a 
more substantial role. 

All three felt that the 
season was a success and 
want to step up even 
more next year. 

“Even though we fin¬ 
ished a little lower than 
last year, we feel that the 
season was a success,” 
Campbell said. “Due to a 
rule change, three teams 
from Division I dropped 
down to our division. 
They are all schools with 
a lot more resources than 


us. Without those three 
teams we would have 
moved up to second this 
year.” 

Yount and the other 
members were also moti¬ 
vated to improve by the 
fact that several of their 
teammates were invited 
to the U.S. Olympic 
training center after 
nationals. 

“This is the first year 
that we had shooters 
make it into the Olympic 
training program,” Yount 
said. “Jordan and I were 
really close to making it. 

I didn’t really understand 
until the season was over 
that this opportunity 
existed. We feel that next 
year we could send even 
more of our shooters to 
the Olympic program.” 

Toole echoed Yount’s 
optimism and has been 
motivated by his team¬ 
mate’s success. 

“I’d love to be on the 
Olympic team,” Toole
